City  of  Seattle,  Washington 

Honorable  Members: 

In  compliance  with  Section  5,  Article  VII  of  the  City  Charter,  I  herewith  submit  statis- 
tical report  of  the  business  transacted  by  the  Seattle  Police  Depaitment  'or  the  year  ending 
December  31st.  1940. 

From  these  records  you  will  note  that  in  all  major  criminal  offenses  reported  to  the 
police,  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  year  1940  as  compared  with  1939  in  Criminal 
Homicide,  Rape,  Robbery,  Aggravated  Assault,  Burglary  and  Auto  Theft,  and  a  slight  in- 
crease in  Larceny  reports.  In  seven  cases  of  Criminal  Homicide,  all  were  cleared  by  arrest,  and 
in  ten  cases  of  Rape,  seven  were  cleared  by  arrest,  and  eleven  hundred  seventy-five  automo- 
biles were  recovered  out  of  eleven  hundred  eighty-seven  reported  stolen,  making  the  percent- 
age of  recoveries  99%. 

Due  to  crime  prevention  activities  combined  with  the  efforts  of  our  Junior  Safety 
Division,  the  tendency  toward  an  increase  in  juvenile  crime  and  juvenile  delinquency  has 
been  definitely  checked,  there  being  no  increase  in  the  percentage  of  arrests  of  juveniles  for 
the  year  1940  over  that  of  1939.  However,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  arrests 
made  by  this  department  covering  all  offenses,  there  being  20,289  arrests,  exclusive  of  traf- 
fic, in  1  940  as  against  I  7,863  arrests  in  I  939.  Crime  prevention  work  is  being  carried  on  and 
rapidly  extended  by  our  Junior  Safety  Division,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  public 
schools.     Many  lectures  and  radio  talks  have  been  given  with  good  results. 

TRAFFIC.  During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  volume 
of  traffic  in  this  city  due  to  the  national  delense  work  and  greatly  increased  industrial 
production.  Cur  records  show  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  16',  in  the  number  of 
registered  cars,  a  20' ;  increase  in  gasoline  consumption,  a  12',  increase  in  arrests  for  traffic 
violations,  and  a  14'^  increase  in  traffic  accidents.  Traffic  statistics  for  the  year  1940  as 
compared  with  1939  are  as  follows:

In  view  of  this  increased  traffic  problem,  the  matter  was  recently  taken  up  with  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  and  with  their  cooperation  we  have  received  an  appropriation  to 
increase  our  motor  vehicle  equipment  in  the  Traffic  Division  with  sixteen  new  motorcycles 
and  six  additional  automobiles,  and  equip  the  same  with  two-way  radios  and  modern 
devices  for  regulating  traffic.  The  Council  his  also  authorized  the  employment  of  forty- 
nine  additional  patrolmen  to  bring  the  strength  of  the  police  force  up  to  that  provided  by 
the  City  Charter  of  571  members.  With  these  men  and  equipment  we  have  been  able  to 
place  our  Traffic  Division  in  a  position  to  cope  with  the  present  traffic  situation. 

ACCIDENT  PREVENTION  BUREAU.  Investigation  squads  of  the  Accident  Prevention 
Bureau  are  qualified  in  fiist  aid,  photography,  and  in  the  taking  of  fingerprints,  and  moulage 
work.  The  personnel  and  equipment  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Bureau  consists  of  the 
tollowing:  one  sergeant,  two  clerks,  eight  investigating  officers,  two  officers  in  "hit  and  run " 
detail,  six  investigating  squad  cars,  painted  white,  equipped  with  two-way  radio  and  loud 
speakers,  and  carrying  flares,  first  aid  equipment,  cameras,  etc.,  one  car  for     hit  and  run 
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detail.  Fifteen  motorcycle  officers  aid  in  investigation  work  of  this  bureau.  A  new  case 
envelope  file  has  been  established  of  the  record  of  individual  drivers,  giving  complete  data 
on  each  moving  violation,  convictions  in  court,  and  accident  record  of  each  individual  driver, 
ulso,  all  photographs  taken  at  scene  of  accidents.  Each  case  envelope  carries  a  criminal 
record,  if  any,   giving  fingerprint  classification,  mug  number,  and  case  history. 

We  maintain  direct  contact  with  the  Department  of  Licenses  in  Olympia,  and  State 
Patrol,  forwarding  daily  records  of  convictions  from  police  court,  and  in  return,  we  receive 
records  from  various  court  jurisdictions  throughout  the  State  bearing  on  Seattle  drivers. 
Upon  the  records  showing  an  accumulation  of  accidents  or  violations  by  any  individual 
driver,  he  is  called  in  for  consultation  and  his  case  given  a  thorough  diagnosis  to  determine 
whether  or  not  his  mental  attitude  or  physical  defects  are  the  contributing  factors  to  this 
record  of  violations.  He  is  then  placed  on  unofficial  probation  to  correct  the  causes,  and 
failure  to  do  so  results  in  recommendation  from  the  Accident  Prevention  Bureau  to  the 
State  Department  of  Licenses  for  a  further  warning  from  them  or  temporary  suspension  of 
operator's  license  with  a  request  that  liability  insurance  be  placed  on  the  driver.  Cooperation 
from  all  state  officials  has  been   100%  in  this  work. 

A  number  of  schools  in  this  city  have  established  bicycle  clubs  for  the  purpose  of  train- 
ing young  bicycle  riders  in  traffic  safety.  Our  Junior  Safety  Patrol  has  been  in  operation  for 
1 2  Vi  years,  supervising  300  school  crossings  and  safeguarding  the  lives  of  some  65,000 
school  pupils.  Since  the  ebtablishment  of  this  patrol,  no  deaths  of  school  children  have 
occurred  at  supervised  crossings.  In  1928,  before  the  Junior  Safety  Patrol  was  organized, 
seven  children  were  killed  in  going  to  and  from  school.  Outside  of  school  hours  we  have 
had,  over  this  same  period  of  twelve  years,  an  average  of  1  0  fatalities  to  juveniles,  but  dur- 
ing the  year  1  940  just  closed,  this  average  was  reduced  to  8  fatalities. 

RADIO.  Radio  equipped  prowler  cars  now  constitute  the  most  important  branch  of 
police  service,  the  entire  city  being  covered  in  this  manner.  Forty-five  such  cars  are 
equipped  with  police  radio  and  are  constantly  in  touch  with  the  central  and  sub-station 
headquarters  through  two-way  communication.  Our  radio  technician  has  developed  "fre- 
quency modulation"  sets  which  are  being  installed  as  rapidly  as  completed.  There  were  92,852 
messages  broadcast  to  prowler  car  crews  during  the  year  1940. 

POLICE  TRAINING  SCHOOL.  Our  Police  Training  School  has  made  rapid  progress 
over  a  period  of  the  last  two  years,  and  now  affords  an  intensive  training  course  in  police 
methods,  practice  and  procedure  to  officers  in  service.  Those  who  have  completed  their 
recruit  training  continue  to  make  use  of  the  facilities  of  the  school,  which  include  the  labora- 
tory, technical  work  room,  library  and  reading  room,  photographic  dark  room,  contact  and 
projection  printing,  cameras,  gymnasium,  and  target  range.  All  officers  who  have  com- 
pleted their  combat  firearms  training  are  recalled  every  three  months  for  retraining  in  order 
to  qualify  in  firearms.  This  maintains  skill  in  shooting.  The  school  occupies  fifteen  thousand 
square  feet  of  floor  space,  and  has  parking  facilities  for  twenty-five  automobiles.  It  has 
been  given  a  rating  of  First  Class  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 

We  have  had  no  policeman  killed  in  line  of  duty  during  the  last  four  years. 

Working  in  cooperation  with  the  Army  and  Navy  authorities,  this  Department,  with 
the  approval  and  assistance  of  the  City  Council  and  Health  Department,  has  established  a 
Quarantine  Ward  in  the  County  Jail  where  proper  medical  treatment,  care  and  supervision 
is  given  to  all  women  apprehended  by  this  Department  and  found  to  have  venereal  disease. 
Due  to  the  large  military  concentration  in  this  district,  in  connection  with  the  national  defense 
program,  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  this  Ward  is  of  vital  importance. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  Record  Bureau  in  this  Department  has  adopted  and 
followed  the  methods  of  uniform  crime  reporting  established  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  and  is  furnishing  to  that  Bureau  monthly  and  annual  reports  of  all  crimes 
reported,  offenses  known  to  the  police,  arrests  and  dispositions.  In  return  splendid  cooper- 
ation in  all  criminal  investigations  has  been  received  from  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation. 

Due  to  the  economic  situation  of  the  past  few  years,  this  Department  has  made  every 
effort  to  cooperate  with  the  City  Council  in  the  conservation  of  City  funds  and  reduction  of 
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expenditures  to  a  minimum.  In  carrying  out  this  policy  this  Department  has  saved  and 
returned  to  the  General  Fund  the  sum  of  $30,000.00  in  the  year  1938;  $42,000.00  in  1939; 
.ind.  $76,000.00  in  1940.  In  the  furtherance  of  this  program,  we  have  also  been  able  to 
increase  our  police  court  revenues,  including  fines  for  all  traffic  violations,  as  follows: 

1935:  $112,719.13;  1936:  $185,374.85;  1937:  $255,487.20; 
1938:  $245,937.75;  1939:  $281,570.07;  1940:  $286,235.70. 

RECOMMENDATIONS.  In  view  of  the  anticipated  increase  in  population  in  this  city 
during  the  next  few  years,  some  consideration  must  be  given  to  the  matter  of  properly  man- 
ning and  equipping  the  Police  Department  £o  that  we  may  be  able  at  all  times  to  furnish  to 
the  citizens  of  this  City  adequate  police  protection  in  all  branches  of  the  service.  With  this 
in  view,  I  wish  to  recommend  the  following: 

An  addition  of  fifty  patrolmen  so  that  we  may  increase  our  prowler  car  crews  and 
leduce  the  large  districts  now  covered  by  each  car  and  in  order  to  increase  our  foot  patrol- 
men in  the  business  and  industrial  districts. 

In  our  Motor  Vehicle  Maintenance  Division  we  must  have  one  additional  auto  mechanic 
and  one  helper  to  properly  service  the  increased  equipment  which  we  already  have  for  our 
Traffic  Division. 

An  improvement  should  be  made  in  our  Radio  Broadcasting  Service  by  the  purchase 
of  a  new  location  and  the  building  of  a  small  building  for  housing  a  new  police  radio  trans- 
mitter in  the  neighborhood  of  35th  Ave.  S.  W.  and  Myrtle  Street,  and  construct  a  tower  at  this 
location.  1  he  present  equipment  and  tower  on  the  Public  Safety  Building  could  then  be  used 
as  an  auxiliary  radio  station.  The  new  station  should  be  equipped  for  transmitting  and 
receiving  messages  over  the  frequency  modulation  system  of  radio  broadcasting  which  we  are 
adopting.  This  addition  would  insure  the  Police  Department  of  complete  24-hour  radio 
seivice  through  the  latest  and  most  efficient  proven  method. 

An  enlargement  of  our  present  garage  facilities  should  be  provided  to  properly  handle 
our  additional  new  motor  equipment,  as  well  as  to  piovide  housing  for  approximately  50'  J  of 
our  present  equipment  which  must  necessarily  £tar.d  on  the  streets  when  not  in  use  due  to  lack 
of  facilities.  In  connection  with  the  housing  of  equipment,  it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  the 
present  facilities  of  the  Public  Safety  Building  are  rapidly  becoming  inadequate,  and  serious 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  building  of  a  new  police  headquarters  building.

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SEATTLE  POLICE  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


Since  June  I,  1938,  six  classes,  comprising  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
Seattle  police  officers,  have  successfully  completed  a  formal  basic  training 
course,  a  minimum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty  hours,  covering  a  twelve 
weeks'  period  per  class.  Fifty  officers  have  completed  a  refresher  course, 
minimum  eighty  hours.  Twenty-five  officers  have  received  eighty  hours  of 
advanced  and  specialized  training.  Six  officers  have  completed  a  Teacher's 
Training  Course  and  are  instructors  in  specific  subjects. 

Major  John  E.  Carroll,  Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Seattle  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Seattle  Defense  and  Emergency  Council,  in  January  1941,  organ- 
ized the  Seattle  Emergency  Police  Corps.  The  two  hundred  and  fifty  mem- 
bers are  an  integral  part  of  the  King  County  National  Defense  Council.  They 
represent  the  community  clubs  and  service  clubs  in  the  City  of  Seattle  and  the 
various  leading  business  organizations.  The  objective  of  the  Corps  is  to  be 
prepared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  city  in  the  event  of  a  major  physical 
disaster. 

Basic  training  of  the  Corps  consists  of  thirty  hours  of  First  Aid  to  the 
Injured;  twenty-four  hours  of  Criminal  Law,  treating  of  the  sources  of  law, 
general  nature  of  crime,  classifications  of  crimes  and  punishments,  Law  of 
Arrest  without  Written  Authority,  and  primary  traffic  investigation. 

On  or  about  April  15  th,  1941,  forty-eight  vacancies  existing  in  the  Seattle 
Police  Department  will  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  new  recruits.  They 
will  immediately  enter  the  Seattle  Police  Training  School  for  training  in 
police  service. 

The  new  officers  are  scheduled  to  attend  the  Training  School  eight  hours 
per  day,  five  days  a  week,  for  the  first  thirty  days,  and  four  hours  per  day, 
five  days  a  week,  for  the  following  five  months.  The  other  four  hours  daily 
and  Saturdays  or  Sundays  will  be  devoted  to  supervised  field  service. 

Tentatively  the  schedule  extends  from  April  15th  to  June  30th,  and 
August  1st  to  November  30th.  The  school  will  be  closed  to  classes  during 
July. 

The  Seattle  Emergency  Police  Corps  will  continue  training  during  the 
month  of  December  1  94  1 .
